THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG, 
PURLIO MEETING, 


A public meeting was held-in St. Ane 
drew's Hall, City Hall Buildings, to con- 
sider what steps should bo taken to recpg- 
nine the services randored during the plague 
epidemic by the military, navy, police, volun- 
teers, and cival aervanta, Hia Excallency Sir 
W. Robinson presided; and thore wore 
present: Mr Justice Ackroyd, Hon. J. J. 
Keswick, Hon. J. H. Stewart Lockhart, 
Hoa. A McOonschie, Hon. Dc Ho Kai, 
Hon. E. BR. Bolilios, Messra A. G. Wiaa, T. 
Jackson, H, Macictosh, H. Hoppius, T. 
Barcomba Smith, H. B. Lethbridge, i. 

- Deacon, J, ¥. ¥V. Vernon, A. B. Jo! 

J. B. Qoughtris, W. Whiley, J. Mas-

His Excellency asid—E am very much 
obliged to you for asking me to tako the 
chair on this intaresting ocoasion. As you 
all koow, wo are mot togather this after- 
noon to consider the stepa that should be 
taken to recognias the gallant and noble 
efforts of those volunteers, military, naval, 
police and others, who placed their services 
80 unreservedly and with such good effect 
at the disposal of the community during 
the recent apidemie of plague. I do not 
intend tv intrench upou the oloquent 
apeechas which I am sura will bs 
made by tho gontlemon who hare 
to propose resolutions, but I can 
only aay Iam vary glad ta ase so many re- 
presentative gentlemen here, who,-1 feel 
aure, have come simply for the purposo of 
doing honour to whom honour is dus 
(applause), The first rasolution. will be 
moved by His Honour the Aotifg Chief 
Justice, 

Mr Ackroyd—I have much pleasure in 
responding to the call of His Excellenoy the 
Governor io moving the first reavlution. 
The facta connactad with tha recent plague 


and the services. which have bean rendered | 


tothe Colony in connection with this out- 
break are doubtless still fresh in your minds. 
But allow me, for the purpose of this 
resolution, briefly to recall them. In the 
begianing of May last there wore rumours 
here that a new and to all appearances 
deadly disgase was raging in Canton. In- 
quiries there proved theso rumonrs to be 
true, and soon after there ware aome suspi- 
cious deaths in this Colony. These in- 
ereased, and on lth May there waa a 
mooting of the Sanitary Board at which 
exceptional powers were taken aud this 
Colouy was daclared to be infested.. The 
Sanitary, Board, assisted by Mr May and 
the Buropean members of tho potice un ler 
him, did all they could then to ‘step the 
progress of tho discase, These efforts were 
tooffectual. Farther volunteers were ca'l- 
ed for, and it was hoped that with the fall 
of heavy rains we would be able to stamp 
out the disease. Our hopss vanished 
bit by bit, Hxtra assisiauca was obtained 
from thé Regiment and Lhe Garrison to the 
extent of some 300 or 350 volunteers, but 
notwithstanding “is the plague had got a 
geod hold on the Colony and during sere- 
ral monthe the plague taxed the courage, 
energy and perseverance of all who wero 
seokiog to combat it, but at Inst with o 
help of a good Providence we were deliver- 
ed from it. I am sure you all wish to ro- 
cognise suitably the services of-those who 


assisted the Colony in this terrible viaita-. 


tion. To General Barker, I think, our 
thanks are first due, He soon saw tha 
gravity of the position, and he did not _he- 
sitate to take upon himaelf the responsibility 
of sauctioning the omployment of volunteora 
from tho military, That responsibility 
was great. All wo know of the plague was 
that it wea a doadly disosse, and nobody 
could then tell what would be the effeots of 
itfon those mon wha would be brought so 
cloely in contact with it ; nor did the re- 
sponsibility diminiati when fresh calle were 
made on the military, nor when some of the 
soldiers had; unfortunately, fallen’ victims 
to it, Thea General. saw the danger: the 
Colony was in, acd he atill..conti 

the responsibility of allowing the soldiers 
to go on with -thoir good work’ {ap- 
planse). : This cesponsibility; as I’ have 
already’ ssid, was great. Fortunately, 
wa had only ono death from plague amongat 
thes volunteers, butif there had‘ been 
gteater. mortality the General would have 
been severely “blamed by his superiors 
and those. who. ara always . ready: to 


criticise and ‘ensure, the “efforts of others: 


witheut doing anything themaalves to 
help. their, fellow-creastures in moments 
of calamity aad ‘distress. The Colony will 
not be backward in acknowledging its 
dsbteduass to General Barkor... [think I 
should néxt mention the services rendered. 
> by the: officer: Idiers. of the Shrop- 
“phite’ Regimantt;” by ‘80 
yal Hagineers; ember

Tho 
Oolonet and ‘officers rendered valuable 
assistance. They vied with cach other. 
in organising the’ men, in tédching them 
and retidering overy nasistanca they could ; 
and by their constant presance showed they 
were ready to participate in the dangar 
with the mon who were at-work. Colonel 
Robinson visited his men, I believe, morn- 
ing and evoning, nearly overy doy, and 
he could do to help and. enconrage the 
men. (Applause) The officers also. om 
duty imitated his example; there was no 
shirkiag their work ; they 9 isted the men 
zo far ag they could, and eneouraged them 
by their constant presence in the ‘midat of 
the infected district. Soldiers asa rule are 
trained to destroy. lifo, pot to save it; 
this was anow rold for our friend Tommy 
Atking, but he has done it well, Hoe has 
proved that he can do his duty voluntarily 
whether it is resisting a Europoau foe, or 
fighting to the last the furious onslaughts 
of Indian of Arab fanatics, or fighting 
in the slume of Tei-piog-shea an- un- 
seen but deadly onomy. . (Applause.} This 
regiment has’ a distinguished record 
which is proudly displayed on its colours, 
for it has fought its country's battles in the 
Penineula, on the barren pining of Scindo 
and in other parts of Indin, and agein in 
Evypt and the Soudan, . Of thess records 
it is justly proud, but I think the day-to- 
dey fight with disease in Taipingshan 
in the -.summer of 1894 against the 
plague will, for conrage ‘and -endurance 
and devotedness to duty, compare with all 
their other gallant achievements, (Loud 
applause.) To Lieut. Hoys, R.E., wo 
ate spocially indebted — (applause) — for 
he wes the first officer ‘who yolun- 
tecred, snd from the 17th May to 
the end of the epidemic he gave up all 
his timo (after conclusion of his military 
doties), all his afternoons and Stndsys, 
in sesisting Mr Crook in the disagreeable 
work of cleansing sud disinfecting the 
honses, Ho worked unremittingly at'thia, 
and also’ in superintending the dotach- 
ment of Royal Engineers, AH who 
havo seen him at work, as well as 
the Permanent Committee of the Sanitary 
Board, bear high testimony to bis services. 
1 would also mention Qapt. Stewart, Licut, 
Molesworth and Lieut. Kelsall, also of 
the R.E., who did good work. Capt. Mur- 
ray’ gave valuable sasistance in the moat

Mr Ackroyd—The question whether these 
matters should be publicly discussed at this 
mosting or referred to 8 committee for pri- 
vate disoussion wus considered by a rather 
large provisional committee, and it was 
thought that it would be rather ungracious 
if we disoussed in public what shape the re- 
cognition of services should take, and what

One of tho abief poiats considered “by the 
Commission was the propqsed amalgamation 


of the offloss, of Colonial Scorotary and Te- 
gistrar General. Sir George O'Brien pro~ 
posed amalgamation. ' But it was a qualified 
recommendation, Writlog on 30th March! 
laat, he eaid, ‘long ago suggested. to the 
Governor that, ona vacancy in the office of 
Colonial Secretary, the Registrar General 
(Mr Lockhart) should bs, appointed in’ muo- 
cession, while continuing to discharge the | 
duties of the head of the Registrar General’a | 
Departm-at, with on addition to the preannt | 
salary of the Colonial Secretary, or a total : 
salary of, any, $10,000: for the combined 
offices, His Excellency approved my sug- 
gealion, but the Seoratary of State, when It 
svan made to him, was uot, as thon advised, | 
prepared to sangtion. it Prospeotively, Lt 
respectfully maintain my opinion, and con. i 
sider that 9 man of Mr Lookhart’s abilities, 
local exparionce and physique, with the 
thorough knowledge of Chinese affairs, und 
the influence amongst the leaders of tha Chi- 
ness community, that he already posseases, ‘ 
‘woald be perfectly competant to adequately ; 
discharge the duties of the two offices, pro- 
vided he had 9 competent assistant in each, 
A good’ deal of the work which concerns 
both offices sould ba dovetailed by. an officer | 
of his exporience; time and money would be 
aaved by the avoidance, in many bases, of 
preliminary reference between the .two de- 
partments, ond so annual reduction of ox~ 
euditure would ba affected amounting to. 
5,724, An objection to the Propored ar. ! 
rangement is that it would limit the choice 
of officers for future appointmant to the post | 
of Colonial Secretary by practically neves- 
sitating the aslection of officers already in 
the Hongkong Service, The arguments in 
favour of the proposal appear to me to bo of 
considerable weight, but in spite of the 
saving of money, time and labour, I should ;

ME STEWAHT LOCKHART'S SPECIAL 
QUALIFICATIONS. 


Tt_ will be seen from the foregoing that 
Sir Gorge O'Brien lays considerable stress 
on the special qualifications of Mr Stswart 
Lockhart. In bis opinion apparently the 
Colony was fortunate in having an offlver at 
hand in whom the offices could be combined, 
and it is interesting to read his evidence be- 
fora the Commission, 

To reply to Mr Chater, ho replied that any 
attempt to combing the offices depended on 
the officer, For bis own part, he coald not 
do the Registrar Geveral’s work. On the 
point of referring appeals from the Registrar 
General tothe Colonial Secretary, he con- 
fessed there might be objections to combin- 
ing tho offices, but if thore were not many 
auch appeals the objections would not be of 
much importance. In tha case of appeals, 
the Attorney Goncral might be consulted. 

Replying to Mr Keswiok, the Colonial 
Secretary unconsciously confirmed what has 
often been said by us about the weakness of 
asystern which sends out to Hongkong to 
take up responsible offices Civil Servants 
Who are utterly incapable of performing the 
duties for which they are paid:* 

Mr Keswick usked—Did J poderstand 
that you thought thera would ba a difficulty 
in the Colonial Seoretary attending to the 
duties of Registrar General ? 

The answer was—'T aaid it all depended 
oo the man, Mr Chater says that-Lam of 
opinion that one officer can do the duty of 
both, That depends, The Colonial Secre- 
tary could not do the work of the Kegistrar 
General. 1 speak of myself or any stranger 
coming here, because where the Registrar 
Genera! is specially useful is in his know- 
ledge of Chinese snd in his personal in- 
fluence with leading Chinasa, aud no stranger 
would be worth a dollaraday ia the Registrar 
General’s Office, But given a Registrar: 
General who is sufficiently a master of his 
surroutidisgs here in his own department, 
and thoroughly aw seit with that work, 

resuming he isa good man in good health, 
ke aight do the Culonial Seoretary’s work a8 
well. 

Mr Stewart Lockhart, in his evidense, be- 
foro the Commission. did not commit him- 
self to any definito opinion as to bis ability | 
to carry on the duties of both offices—when 
he bad had experience of both: offices he, 
would bo able te give an opinion, His sub- 
requent evidence, however, tended ta show 
that thero would be nothicg incompatible ia 
carrying on the daties of both, 


THE COMMISSION'S DECISION, 


_ The Commission was divided in its views 
ae to Lhe expediency of making the shange, 
but were unaniaious in believing that it was 
possible that one officer could disoharge the 
duties of Colonial Seoretery and Registrar 
General, The present trial will Hkely de- 
cide whether thes were right in believing 
this, The individual viows of the members 
are given belaw. Some time ago we dis- 
cussed the question whether the post of
